WHAT JOHNNY 
READS: 

THE SHOES OF THE 
FISHERMAN, 

West, Morris L., 

The Shoes of the Fisherman, 
Morrow & Co., 1963 
West’s novel is his second best 
seller in the United States, although 
Several other works received favorable 
attention on the continent. His works 
generally deal with personalities in 
the Church as does this one. His in¬ 
sight into the governmental opera¬ 
tions of the Catholic Church, as well 
as interest in recent, if not wholly ac¬ 
cepted trends, might be attributed to 
the many years of study which he 
made in preparation to become a 
teaching Brother. Prior to taking 
vows, West chose the life of an author 
instead of Religion. 

This novel depicts the election of 
a Pope and the first crucial months 
of a man who is called upon to wear 
“The Shoes of a Fisherman.” West’s 
Pope is by no means conventional. 
He is Krill I, Russian-born, who for 
seventeen years was a Communist 
prisoner and learned through scares 
and hardships a knowledge about 
suffering humanity. 

At first the novel presents only 
fictional people. It is only when West 
depicts the weakness of his personali¬ 
ties that the reader can develop keen 
interest. West writes with the pur¬ 
pose. He wants to show that Catholi¬ 
cism does not make a Pope a demi¬ 
god, or necessarily a saint, but rather 
the vessel, sometimes very weak, 
through which Christ governs His 
Eternal Church. West succeeds. 

At a time when so much public 
attention is placed upon the person 
of Peter and the Church in general, 
Catholics would -do well to remind 
themselves that the humanity of the 
Church only adds to the glory of the 
Founder. The Shoes of the Fisherman 
would serve as this reminder.
